associated with a rate of transmission for communication over a network with the 
requestor, and wherein a size of the compressed media data is decreased when the 
connection rate is increased indicating the custom pixel resolution is lowered and the 
size of the compressed media data is increased when the connection rate is lowered 
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indicating the custom pixel resolution is increased; and streaming a media player with 
the compressed media data to the requestor at the connection rate.
